Holiday Toll 
Runs Normal 


Deaths in Ohio 
Mount Slowly

Deaths on the nation’s high­ 
ways, after a heavy toll on 
Thanksgiving, appeared to be 
running near normal today at 
the halfway point in the extend 
od holiday weekend. 
The traffic death toll headed 
for the 300 mark and a possible 
record 
high 
for 
a 
four-day 
Thanksgiving weekend. 
The 102-hour period ends at 
midnight Sunday. The record 
death toll for the holiday is 543, 
aet in 1963. The National Safety 
Council records show the aver­ 
age daily toll in the first nine 
months this year was 126. On 
Thanksgiving about 150 persons 
were killed in auto accidents 
compared to approximately HO 
Friday. 
Safety 
experts 
said 
the 
stormy weather in many areas 
and the return to work of the 
majority 
of Americans 
were 
major factors in the reduction 
of fatalities reported Friday. 
The council did not make a 
pre-holiday estimate of traffic 
deaths for Thanksgiving or for 
file four-day weekend. It said 
the period does not involve 
much extra long-distance travel 
except for Thanksgiving Pay. 


The holiday death toll on 
Ohio’s highways remained rela­ 
tively light as the 102 • hour 
Thanksgiving weekend headed 
into the homestretch. 
At least ll persons had died 
in traffic accidents in the state 
by early Saturday. 
Four of the deaths occurred 
in a single accident in Akron Fri­ 
day. The rest of the highway 
fatalities came in separate mis­ 
haps. 
in addition to the traffic toll, 
two persons died in fires and 
two others perished in miscel­ 
laneous mishaps for a total holi­ 
day weekend death toll of IS 
thus far. 
State safety officials had pre 
dieted before the holiday began 
that at least 22 persons would 
die in traffic accidents d u r i n g 
the 102 hours. 
Last year 28 persons were 
killed in Thanksgiving weekend 
traffic accidents.

Viet Nam Wer 
Rumors Quieted 
By White House 


JOHNSON CITY, Tex. (AP) 
— President Johnson was ex 
pected to give some clue today 
to his view of the major foreign 
policy problem of his adminis­ 
tration — the future of the anti­ 
communist war in South Viet 
Nam. 
Johnson invited reporters to 
his ranch home near here for 
a 
full-dress, 
announced-in-ad­ 
vance news conference — the 
first of its kind in several 
months. 
It was certain that the prickly 
Viet Nam dilemma would figure 
prominently in the questioning. 
Johnson, 
who 
will 
confer 
Tuesday 
in Washington with 
Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, U.S. 
ambassador to South Viet Nam, 
acted in advance of the news 
conference to discourage specu­ 
lation that he plans to order a 
major expansion of the Viet­ 
namese conflict. 
A White House source, who 
declined to be identified, said 
Friday the purpose of the John' 
son-Taylor meeting “is not to 
make some horrendous deci­ 
sion.” 
This individual, quite obvi­ 
ously, spoke with the authority 
and encouragement of the Pres­ 
ident. It was equally apparent 
Johnson had been disturbed by 
published speculation that he 
might be on the brink of order­ 
ing a dramatic expansion of the 
war effort. 
The source sought to depict 
Taylor’s current round of Wash­ 
ington conferences as no more 
dramatic or startling than any 
of the 12 or 13 similar sessions 
held during the past year. 
Taylor consulted Friday with 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
and Secretary of Defense Rob­ 
ert S. McNamara. The ambas­ 
sador, who was slated for more 
talks at the State Department 
today, avoided any public state­ 
ments and avoided newsmen. 
It was evident that any fi n a I 
decisions affecting the future 
course of American policy in 
Viet Nam would await the John- 
son-Taylor meeting. For this 
reason, Johnson’s news confer­ 
ence was awaited for some di­ 
rect advance hint of the Presi­ 
dent’s attitude. 
In past statements on the sub­ 
ject, Johnson has seemed reluc­ 
tant to espouse any course that 
might ivolve the United States 
in a major land war in South­ 
east Asia. 
Johnson, arguing always that 
he follows an eight-year-old pol­ 
icy of helping the South Viet­ 
namese help themselves, has 
said several times that he would 
welcome any promising propos­ 
al to neutralize Viet Nam in 
peace and freedom. But he has 
scoffed at the idea that the 
North Vietnamese Communists 
would accept any such {dan. 
Several t i m e s , there have 
been suggestions from official 
quarters for an extension of the 
war into North Viet Nam. In the 
past, Johnson always scored the 
suggestions and limited himself 
to what amounted to minor 
stepups in the American effort 
within South View Nam.

TOKYO (AP)—Frustrated in 
his bid to obtain an internation­ 
al conference to secure neutrali­ 
ty, Cambodia’s chief of state, 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk, has 
turned to Communist North Viet 
Nam. 
A radio broadcast in Hanoi, 
capital of North Viet Nam, an­ 
nounced today that the Commu­ 
nist regime and Cambodia had 
agreed to meet in Peking soon 
to discuss Cambodia’s border 
dispute with South Viet Nam. 
Sihanouk 
was 
expected 
to 
seek recognition of a frontier 
agreement 
with 
South 
Viet 
Nam’s National Front for Lib­ 
eration — the political arm of 
the Communist Viet Cong en­ 
gaged in a guerrilla war with 
the U.S.-backed South Vietnam­ 
ese government. 
Cambodia wants a guarantee 
of its illdefiend frontier w i t h 
South Viet Nam, which never 
has been formalized since the 
1954 
agreement 
ending 
the 
French-Indochina war. Border 
incidents have been a constant 
source of friction between the 
two nations, which do not main­ 
tain diplomatic relations. 
Sihanouk’s overture to North 
Viet Nam may be based on his 
belief that the West can not be 
expected to help him define the 
frettier. He apparently feels it 
would be wise to get an official 
pledge from the Communists 
whom he believes will win the 
war in South Viet Nam and 
eventually gam control of South­ 
east Asia. 
It may also be Sihanouk’s way 
of applying pressure on the 
United States when the two na­ 
tions meet in New Delhi Dec. 7 
to discuss the steady deteriora­ 
tion in relations between them 
Sihanouk has moved steadily 
closer 
to 
Communist 
China 
since he canceled U.S. economic

Ship Crash

NEW YORK (AP)

into the tanker, was being as­ 
sessed.

According to legend, as the 
Jews were cleansing the holy 
temple there for its rededica­ 
tion, they found a container with 
only enough oil to light their 
work for one day. But the oil in 
the lamp miraculously burned 
for eight days. 


Africa, Asia 
Students Go 
On Rampage 


Moscow Centers 
Of U.S., Allies 
Ravaged in Riot 


MOSCOW (AP)—Rampaging 
Asian and African students at­ 
tacked the U.S., Belgian, Brit­ 
ish and Congolese embassies to­ 
day, screaming anti-West slog­ 
ans and protesting U.S. and Bel­ 
gian actions in the Congo. 
A mob of 500 to 800 students 
brushed past police 
lines 
in 
front of the U.S. 
Embassy, 
smashed nearly every window 
on the first floor with rocks, 
sticks and snowballs and burned 
an American car in the street 
The mob, protesting U.S.-Bel­ 
gian action in the Congo to 
rescue white hostages of leftist 
rebels, followed the usual prac­ 
tice in such Moscow demonstra­ 
tions, The students threw bot 
ties of red and green ink that 
splattered on the e m b a i s y 
walls. 
They ripped off the brass and 
steel plaque from the outside 
wall of the embassy. The plaque 
carries the American eagle and 
the great seal of the U.S. gov­ 
ernment. 
While Russian police finally 
moved in, roughed up the stu­ 
dents, and dispersed them, U.S. 
Charge d’Affaires Walter Stoes- 
sel Jr., blamed the Soviet Un­ 
ion for triggering the demon­ 
stration. 
In a strong protest to the For­ 
eign Ministry, Stoessel declared 
the United States also “consid­ 
ers the Soviet government re­ 
sponsible for paying for the 
damage.” He said police did 
not step in soon enough. 
The F o r e i g n Ministry ex­ 
pressed regret but made no 
mention of paying for the dam­ 
age. It also insisted Soviet po­ 
lice had taken all possible steps 
to quell the demonstration. 
The mob from Patrice Lu­ 
mumba University, a school set 
up in the name of the leftist 
first premier of the Congo who 
later was m u r d e r e d , later 
marched on the Belgian Embas­ 
sy.

The Internal Revenue Serv­ 
ice has prepared a 1965 edition 
of the Farmers Tax Guide to 
assist 
farmers 
in 
preparing 
their 1964 federal income tax 
return. 
Explanation and examples of 
provisions of the tax law appli­ 
cable to farmers are presented 
in everyday language to illus­ 
trate proper tax management. 
An attempt has been made to 
cover the tax treatment of all 
matters normally arising in the 
conduct of a farming business 
and it is hoped that this guide 
will answer any questions or 
problems farmers may have. 
The keeping of accurate rec­ 
ords, which are so essential in 
proper preparation of income 
tax returns, is stressed in this 
guide. Good records will not 
only assure accuracy in pre­ 
paring returns and prevent un­ 
derpayment or overpayment 
but also will make preparation 
much easier. 
The 1965 tax guide edition in­ 
cludes some new features. This 
year’s booklet has a page of 
i m p o r t a n t laws and other 
changes. Another item is the list­ 
ing of important dates to rem 
ember during the tax year.

000 flocks. ’‘Suspicious” flocks 
will be quarantined until a 
state or federal veterinarian 
declares the sheep not infect­ 
ed or exposed to scab, or if 
infected, until they have been 
properly treated. 
This is the second year for the 
program, a joint effort between 
state and federal veterinarians, 
the Cooperative Extesion Serv­ 
ice and the sheep industry. 
Neighboring states also are con­ 
ducting a second inspection of 
their sheep flocks, beginning 
in early January.

Ohio uncovered only ll infect­ 
ed flocks out of 23,479, accord 
ing to Ralph H. Grimshaw, Ohio 
S t a t e 
University Extension 
Sheep specialist.

THE 1965 inspection program 
will include a foot health in 
spection and a survey of sheep 
losses due to predatory dogs, 
Grimshaw ways. 
In the foot health phase of the 
program, the technicians will 
indicate all lameness in flocks 
inspected and state or federa 
veterinarians will define the 
lameness as to foot rot, foot ab­ 
scess, foot scald or other foot 
ailments. This information wil 
be used in an educational ef 
fort to eradicate foot rot in Ohio 
sheep flocks. 
Information c o l l e c t e d on 
sheep losses from dogs will in­ 
clude the number of sheep in 
volved and the estimated value 
of those sheep. These estimates 
will be used by the sheep indus 
try in an effort to strengthen 
dog laws in the state. 
Grimshaw says 
the 
techni­ 
cians used in the 1965 program 
will be the same as those used 
this year. They were recom­ 
mended for the job by county 
sheep improvement committees 
made up of farmers, or by the 
county extension agent and area 
veterinarians. Before the start 
of the 1964 program, they re­ 
ceived intensive training in in­ 
spection procedures.

Homemaker News

Buying a new chair or couch 
covered with vinyl upholstery 
material? 
Plastics are complex and var­ 
ied, so find out what material 
you are buying, suggests Miss 
Doris Snook, Extension furnish­ 
ings specialist at Ohio State 
University. There are four bas­ 
ic types of vinyl upholstery ma­ 
terial — expanded, supported, 
unsupported and breathable. 
Expanded vinyl is a spongy 
type of plastic film containing 
many very small air cells. This 
film laminated to a knitted jer­ 
sey backing produces a soft, 
flexible material. It is not as 
tough or as resistant to abra­ 
sion as harder, denser film and 
is more vulnerable to pinching 
and scuffing. 
Supported Vinyl is a layer of 
dense vinyl material re-enforc­ 
ed with a textile backing. A knit 
backing is more flexible while 
a woven backing is more stable. 
This fabric backing helps ov­ 
ercome the tendency of plastic 
to tear easily from such things 
as needle holes, cuts or nicks. 


Unsupported vinyl is a dur­ 
able sheet of solid vinyl without 
any backing. It may crack with 
use, especially on curved sur 
faces. 
Breathable vinyl is a layer of 
high quality vinyl on a fabric 
backing put together in such a 
way that the vinyl retains its 
porosity. 
Any of these vinyls used on 
furniture can be expected to 
withstand 
scuffing, 
cracking, 
peeling 
and 
unusually 
hard 
wear. They may crack if used in 
cold temperatures. 
Stains such as nail polish, 
paint, tar, asphalt, gum, I i p- 
stick, and ink must be removed 
immediately. If they become 
set, removal is difficult and oft­ 
en impossible. 
Sometimes 
light - colored 
vinyls absorb bright colors from 
textiles when they touch each 
other. 
A responsible consumer needs 
to read labels and long tags on 
all plastics. Evaluate the care 
needed and the cost in relation 
to expected use.

WASHINGTON (AP) — There 
is a breed of American doctors 
who gather the world’s poorest 
humanity in their hands and 
who leave their mark on the 
minds of men from the moun­ 
tains of Southeast Asia to the 
steaming forests of Africa and 
South America. 
And, save for the moments 
when they dramatically die, the 
Tom Dooleys and the Paul Carl­ 
sons labor largely unknown and 
unacclaimed 
by 
their 
fellow 
Americans. 
One such dramatic moment 
came this week in a place called 
Lumumba Square in a city 
called Stanleyville in a country 
called the Congo, tt was a 
strange place to die for a man 
from a more common place 
called Rolling Hills, Calif. 
But Dr. Paul Carlson 
— a 
man with something to give — 
had chosen to be there because 
he felt he was needed there. 
So it is for a growing number 
of American doctors who fore- 
sake convenient American liv­ 
ing 
and 
rewarding 
medical 
practice at home to serve for 
nearly nothing in the wilder­ 
nesses of the world. 
There are more than 2,000 
American doctors at work today 
— strange transplants into the 
frustraions of po very, among 
diseases they 
never 
see 
at 
home, in places where suspicion 
is the rule and trust must be 
won, and where the most impor­ 
tant mail from home might be a 
package of surplus drug sam­ 
ples. 
Like Carlson, they may work 
in a one-man, cinder-block hos­ 
pital in a jungle clearing, they 
may find their day beginning 
before dawn and ending beyond 
midnight, they may find the 
simplest needs for clean water 
and trained help hard to come 
by. They certainly find no short­ 
age of patients. 
For Carlson — sole doctor for 
100,000 Africans — the need was 
clear when he visited the Congo 
in 1961. He closed up practice in 
California, 
trained in Britain 
and went to answer that need. 
He almost certainly felt that 
even his hardest efforts were 
only a drop in the bucket of Af­ 
rican poverty. 
So it is for some 700 Protes­ 
tant and some 50 Catholic medi­ 
cal missionaries who try to cope 
with the brutal facts of rn ainu- 
rition and disease, who see a 
woman bear six children know­ 
ing perhaps only one will sur­ 
vive to adolescence with normal 
mental capacity. 
And so it is for the 150 doctors 
who serve under Care-Medico 


programs and the 35 to 40 who 
put in intensive tours for the 
medical ship Hope. 
Others work for the Peace

To Americans, the way Carl­ 
son lived and served should 
likely be more important than 
the way he died, caught in an 
unfortunate tide of political dis­ 
tress.

John Thomas, who scored the 
first six points of the last quar­ 
ter for Circleville, fouled out 
shortly after the period began 
For the Tigers it was the play 
and outside shooting of C h e t 
Iery that kept them in the game.

airplanes 
makes it possible for blood to 
be delivered to distant points 
within hours after the rare blood 
has been located. 
This program solidifies t h e 
relationship between scientists 
and physicans all 
over 
the 
world with a single bond—the 
intense desire to bring addition­ 
al hope for recovery to all pa­ 
tients everywhere. 


Even physicians are dazzled 


by some astonishing scientific 
reports that defy belief. 
An eye surgeon has been ex­ 
perimenting for almost 15 years 
in an effort to find a way of cor- 
i reefing severe cases of near­ 
sightedness. 
Extensive experimentation by 
Dr. Jose I. Barraquer of Colom­ 
bia, South America, has finally 
resulted in a new surgical tech­ 
nique that actually removes a 
portion of the cornea of the eye,; 
I freezes it, and then grinds it on; 
I a lathe before replacing it to its 
original site. 
The delicate grinding proce­ 
dure resembles that which 
is 
performed in eyeglass lenses or 
contact lenses. 
This amazing technique has: 
passed through the trial stage 
and is now being performed o n 1 
carefully selected cases of ad- 
v a n c e d ryopia (nearsighted­ 
ness). 
The new operation is a meth­ 
od of correcting existing visual 
errors. It does not prevent myo­ 
pia from continuing in its usual 
slow, progressive course. 
The surgical procedure has by 
no means universal acceptance 
{yet as a method of replacing 
glasses or 
contact lenses. 
It 
serves to indicate the endless 
search by scientists who seek 
new and improved methods in 
every field of medicine. 
It is a courageous technique, 
performed 
by 
a 
courageous 
surgeon, 
on 
courageous 
pa­ 
tients. 


What will happen to the pat­ 
tern of world politics if Western 
Europe, as is confidently ex­ 
pected, develops its own oil and 
gas industry? The shifts that 
might proceed in the next twen­ 
ty years from the tapping of 
immense new energy resources 
in and around the North Sea 
could be literally staggering. 
It was only a little more than 
twenty years ago that Wallace 
Pratt, the philosopher of Stand­ 
ard Oil, predicted that the Euro­ 
peans, who were then dependent 
m the sheiks and shahs of the 
Near East for their oil, would 
find sources of energy much 
closer to home “Oil,” said Mr 
Pratt, “is in your head.” By 
this he meant that it could be 
found atmos anywhere under 
the earth’s surface by use of the 
human brain applied to modern 
prospecting 
m e t h o d s . 
Mr. 
P ratt’s shafts were aimed at 
the thinking of Harold tokes, the 
old curmudgeon of the U. S. De­ 
partment of the Interior, 
who 
seemed to think that world oil 
resources were in danger of run­ 
ning out. 
Laughed at for his optimism 
back in 1942, Mr. Pratt is now 
being vindicated. Holland, as it 
turns out, is sitting over a big 
oil and gas field. A company 
jointly operated by Standard Oil 
of New Jersey and Royal Dutch- 
Shell has discovered immense 
reserves of natural gas in Gron­ 
ingen, in the northeast Nether­ 
lands. According to the Novem­ 
ber Morgan Guaranty Survey, 
there is every geological indica­ 
tion that the Groningen hydro­ 
carbon reserves extend far be­ 
neath the waters of the North 
Sea, where Britain. West Ger­ 
many, Holland, Denmark and 
Norway are already busy grant­ 
ing concessions for the mineral 
exploitation of the continental 
shelf. 
By t h e Nineteen Seventies 
Western Europe’s self-sufficien­ 
cy in energy should be a prac­ 
tical reality, and what little fuel 
can’t be had in Europe itself 
will come from North Africa. 
The potenial poliical 
disturb­ 
ances resulting from the disap­ 
pearance of Western Europe as 
an energy importer should be 
engaging the attentions of for­ 
ward-looking foreign offices ev­ 
erywhere. To begin with, the 
shift will mean that Soviet Rus­ 
sia, 
which 
has 
been 
paying 
many of its international bills by 
selling its oil at mark-down 
prices, will have to find some­ 
thing else to send to the West 
for wheat and machinery. And 
all through the Near East there 
is the likelihood of dangerous po­ 
litical tremors. Desert countries 
which have been paying for 
schooling and Cadillacs by send­ 
ing oil to Europe will have to 
find new markets in Asia and 
Africa. 
This could expose them to the 
envious attentions of the Red 
Chinese, 
who 
are 
seemingly 
poor in most natural 
energy 
sources. Or it could force the 
necessities of industrial self-de­ 
velopment on them. Since they 
lack the requisite training for 
such development at the mo­ 
ment, the prospects for this hap­ 
pening in time are not very en­ 
couraging. 
The world is already full of 
dangers because of the disparity 
between western opulence and 
eastern and tropical poverty. It 
follows that the disappearance 
of Western Europe as a pur­ 
chaser of energy from eastern 
and tropical lands will com­ 


pound all troubles. There could 
be a bright side if Asia and the 
tropics had the will to develop a 
capitalism capable of making 
use of their own resources on 
the spot. Unfortunately, one of 
the biggest exports of Western 
Europe has been Marxist think­ 
ing, mainly in its Fabian form. 
Now that Western Europe, with 
its new abundance, is finding 
less and less use for Fabian so­ 
cialism at home, it will be ironic 
if its chief intellectual export re­ 
turns to haunt it by keeping the 
whole outer world In a menac­ 
ing turmoil. 
The impact of the North Sea 
oil and gas discoveries on the

internal 
political fortunes of 
Western Europe itself will be no 
less interesting than the impact 
on the outer world. With pipe­ 
lines crossing international bor­ 
ders from the North Sea to the 
Mediterranean, there Is all the 
more reason for West European 
political integration. But there 
is the effect of oil and gas use 
on the coal-producing countries 
to be considered. N o r t h e r n 
France, Belgium, and West Ger­ 
many have lots of coal. In Amer­ 
ica it is Texas oil versus Ap­ 
palachian coal, w i t h Lyndon 
Johnson trying to hold the bal­ 
ance. Who will be the Lyndon 
Johnson of Europe?
